According to election rules, Hoover has 
the final say in any studentappeal process, He 
said he received an appeal by Newhouse the 
day after the commission’s decision. 

Hoover said he reduced Newhouse’s fine 
to $55. The commission made its decision 
ofterhearing theseven grievances filed against 
Newhouse. She defeated Mike McKenna by 


17 votes in the election, 


Insesponsetothedecision, Newhouse said, 
“I'm very satisfied, I thought the levy was 
adequate, although I did plead not guilty on 
all the charges when I met with Dr. Hoover, 
We need to put this in the past. I’m ready to 
work forthe students.” 

As a result of the appeal, Newhouse was 
fined $50 for lack of “campaign control.”

Hoover said he made his decision late 
Tuesday afternoon and sentaletterstating his 
decision carly Wednesday to both Newhouse 
and Jake Fargher, UNO’s clection commis. 
sioner, 

Hoover declined to say whether or not he 
thought the commission's fine was excessive 
and that it was not a factor in his decision. 

“I chose not to look at that (the 
commission’s fine). I looked at what the is- 
sues, what the facts were,” he said, 

Hoover added that Newhouse and Fargher 
met separately with him to discuss the issue 
prior to the Thanksgiving break, 

In a mecting before the commission on 
Nov. 15, Newhouse said she had only one 
agent, an individual who had been given 
authority by a candidate to work in a cam- 
paiga, and could not be responsibte for the 
actions of other students, 

Hoover admitted the rules arc vague in 
what constitutes being an agent, but said, “I 
felt Jennifer did not assume sufficient cone 
tro},” ; 

He said he felt Newhouse’s action, which 
consisted of passing out flyers with quotes 
from an author without attribution, was not 
plagiarism, but said, “Ft was everyone's (him- 
self, Newhouse and Farghcr) opinion that $5 
was cnough to settle the issue,” 

Hoover said he did not impose a fine on 
Newhouse forallegedimproper use of acam- 
paign banner, but instead wrote a warning 
letter to her.

“Mark” sctired this year from his job at an engineering firm. 
He is 31 years old and said be may never be able to work again 
because he is suffering from AIDS. 

“Twas diagnosed LEV positive atage 26, although there was 
no physical sign that I was ill,” be told an audience in the UNO 
Student Center Wednesday. Theeventwassponsoredby Student 
Programming Organization in conjunction with the showing of 
the National AIDS Quilt in Omaha this weekend. 

“T kept working, but I saw a psychiatrist,” he sald. “It was 
pretty devastating.” 

Mark said be soon began having cye trouble, as well as 
expaiencing frequent headaches and falgue. Butreaction from 


his fellow workers may have been bis biggest concer. 

“T bad to schedule doctor appointments at night because I 
didn’t want to tell the people at work I was ill,” he said, 

Approximately five years after Mark was diagnosed HIV 
positive, be was told he had AIDS. Now withoutajob, Mark not 
only faces the possibility of losing his cycsight, but also the 
mammoth task of trying to pay his medical bills. 

“T happen to have insurance from my company foronly one 
more year, After that, it will probably be Medicaid or something 
else. The coverage will be much less,” he said, 

Recently, Mark spent $8,000 in just one month for medical 
treatment, he sald.

The days of teachers using overhead projectors to show 
lessons on the blackboard may be coming to an end. 

UNO is going “high tech.” 

That is the term Steve Cooper, an electronic technician in 
the audio-visual department, is using for a new method of 
teaching that combines a computer, VCR, projector, large 
screen, stereo speakers and other equipment. 

“We're creating a high-tech leaming environment come 
bining audio, video, text and graphics together to retain 
information easter,” Cooper said. “It’s bringing excitement 
into education.” 

He said UNO is the only school in this area that has this 
particular combination of equipment. 

“There are other colleges that use some of these compo- 
nentsindividually, buttheonly otherschool in thecountry that 
has the same setup, I believe, is Purdue University,” Cooper 
said. “And, they only have it in onc classrcom.” 

Four classrooms in various UNO buildings alrendy have 
this equipment with more classrooms scheduled scon, he said. 
The four rooms that have the equipment are located in Kayser 
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devastat,

“Twasinfected after [just finished college by having sex with 
an unprotected person. Dack then, no onc ever wamed me. You 
havetheadvantagcofmesaying, ‘don" tgetinfected,”” Mark told 
the audience, 

Patrick Hancock, case manager for the Nebraska AIDS 
Project, told the audicnee his workload with AIDS patients has 
grown dramatically in recent years. - 

“Tn 1989, I worked with 17 clients, Since then, I've worked 
with 217 clients and 182 of them have diced,” he said, “I’ve had 
AIDS patients as youngas 10 months oldtoacouplein their 70s. 
Pm tired of getting new clients.” 

While abstinenceis the only sure way toavoid being infected, 
Hancocksaid,acondomisstrongly urged forany scxualactivity.

Cooper added the computer is connected to other comput- 
cfS ON campus, as well as the cable hookup, which alfows 
students to watch UNO'’s educational channels and cable 
networks, 

Hesaidhe hopestoaddanaudio cassette player to thesetup 
in the near future. 

Students have benefited from this equipment, Cooper said. 

“Grades have gone way up for those students in these 
classrooms. And its both faculty and student friendly,” he 
said.

In the past, effosts have been made to discourage underclass- 
men from parking on campus in the moming, the peak time for 
traffic. Many core curriculum classes taken by freshmen have 
been moved to the aftemoon in an attempt to free the lots. 

Although this move was probably somewhat effective, ithas 
only scraped the surface on the problem of an influx of vehicles 
which have no place to go on campus. 

Morestudentsarcusing the Ak-sar-benaltemative toparking, 
butevenaficrastrong push toadvertisctheshuttle, only afraction 
of students oe useit. By forcing freshmen, new faculty and

Aren't students, both new and old, discouraged at the 
present time with the parking situation?

Other alternatives are not realistic. An additional parking 
garage would require money and space, both of which UNO 
lacks, Andrestructuring the lots by painting diagonal lines toadd 
more slots would only add a few spaces.

Gillespie: to let students and socicty know 
what's acceptable and to give them an ideal to 
shoot for. Certainly, some people will be shot 
down in return, That’s an inevitable side to 
standards, but you make the samemistake that 
Dr. Massengalc makes in supposing a student 
is not resilicnt, that be or she cannot “feel 
welcomed or invited to learn” because he or 
she does not have the grades or knowledge it 
takes to enroll at a university.

Recent changes in the rape law did not 
produce the effects anticipated by those who 
lobbied forreform,accordingtoancwbookby

Cassia Spohn and Julic Horney are profes- 
sors in the department of criminal justice and 
theauthorsof“RapeLaw Reform: A Grassrosts 
Movement and Its Impact.” 

Their study revealed that reforms had no 
effectonreportsofrape of the outcomcofripe 
cases in five of the six a they siud- 
icd. 

The tworesearchers examined theeffectof 
recentreformsdesignedtoshiftfocus ofarape 
case from the character and behavior of the 
victim to the behavior of her assailant, These 
reforms included broadening the definition of 
rape, eliminating requirements that the victim 
physically resist her attacker and that her tes- 
timony becorroborateandenacting rapeshicid 
laws sestricting the use of evidence of the 
victim’s past sexual behaviar.

monologues.” 

Swados has been characterized as “very an- 
gry,” Hayssaid, and “thisshow isanexpression 
ofanger.” Infact, headded, despiteoverall good 
teviewsofthe work, somecrilics complainedof 
it being a “one-note piece,” be said, 

Asaresult, he chose to make afew changes 
for this production, which is doubling as bis 
master’s thesis project.

About 20 years ago, Bob Leuci began his 
earcer asapoliccman in New York City, Even- 
tually, his career evolved into working for the 
federal government in exposing corruption 
against many of his fellow officers, . 

Leuci spoke to an audience at the Student 
Center Monday sponsored by the Omaha Po- 
lice Department and UNO Criminal Justice 
Student’s Association. 

“Thad made this deal with the government, 
the federal government, to go and work this 
undercover job for them, focusing on the cor- 
ruption of the criminal justice system,” Leuci 
sald, “I wanted to go alter the ‘big guys.’ Aftcr 
twoycars ofthe investigation, [realized thatthe 
investigation would involve a whole fot of 
police, someofthemIknewwell.Someofthem 
were pcople who were caughtupin many ways 
of the system which is foul and corrupt. People 
who, Jassumed, once who found out what they 
would be charged with, would commit suicide. 

“Partof the facade that the police and justice 


system play into is that the police are the good 


was assigned to go undercover, dressed as a 
woman and the the other officers were going to 
protect him. After sitting on a park bench fora 
brief period, Leuci was approached by a man 
who took the purse beside him, But instead of 
just taking the purse and munning, the man hit 
Leuci on the head before sunning. 

“I realized these people don’t do it for j just 
the moncy,” Leuci said, “He got off on seeing 


‘the expression of absolute fear on my face.” 


After the first robbery attempt, Leuci re- 
turned tothe bench where he waited forthenext 
robbery attempt. Me noticed a man walking 
back and forth, looking at him, but lost sight of 
themian, When hie leastexpectedit, (heman hit 
him in the back of the bead with a botde and 
begandragging him away torapehim, thinking 
Leuci was actrally a woman. 


“T was alone that night and thought to my- 


self, what if f was a woman. This guy would 
have putme away, there was no doubt aboutit. 
There was no way I was coming out of that in 
one piece,” Leuei said. “All of a sudden, that 
business about the good guys and the bad guys 


became reinforced, There arereally evil people 


Center Monday. 
guys and everyone else is bad,” he said, 

Not all die police he investigated were cor- 
tupt when they entered the system, Leuci said, 
It was the system which caused them tobe that 
way, 

“Tttakes a very, very special kind of human 
being to goand jump into this huge, huge dung 
heapof whatthestreetlifcisallabout,andcome 
away from it smelling like a rose. It’s almost 
impossible for that to happen. 

“Tfigure, youtakeany policedepartment,no 
matter where thatdeparimentis, and you take 5 
percent of them, they would have been crimi- 
nals, if not lawyers, Another 5 percent will 
always be honest inall circumstances, And the 
other 90 percent goalong with the peer pressure 
ofthedepartment they arcinand the reflections 
of the town they police,” Leuci said, 

As a result of the attitudes and morals of a 
particular area, the police and governmental 
officials take on the values of those around 
them, be said. 

“Our police and the people who have to do 
law enforcement are people drawn from our 
communities,” Leuci said, “Ifeureommunitics 
are racist, four communities are corrupt, ifour 
politicians are corzupt, and if our communities 
areabusive, whatchancedo wehaveto produce 
& totally bonest police department? The atti- 
tudes of the community aredircetly reflectedin 
the police.” 

Leucisaidbeentered the police force during 
a time when crime was increasing. On one 
occasion, he and three other officers were sent 
toNew York City’s Central Park to investigate 
and make sobbery arrests, 

Because of his short size and the fact that 
women were not yet on the force, Leuci said he 
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Bob Leucl, a former New York City policeman, discusses law enforcement at the Student 


inthis worldandtherearereally violentpeople.” 
Leuei said another assignment during his 
carcer wasasanundercoveragentbuyingdrugs. 
While he was undercover, Leuci said he ob- 
served how police and other agents would give 
drugs to informants for their assistance. Leuci 
said, at first, he refused to participate in the 
common dealings, However, be soon became 
caughtupinthesystemand gavedrugstoaman, 
“Junior,” who was belping him at the time. 
“every day that I was with ‘Junior,’ giving 
him drugs, I was committing a felony,” Leuci 
said. “You can try to rationalize any form of 
behavior in your head, but I knew it was wrong 
and that it wasn’t really mo todo that. But then 
began to wonder what thenext step would be, 
Something exists in all of us that makes iteasy 
to get lost in that world. But we have to ask 
ourscives, ‘When is enough cnough?"” 
Throughout his 20-year career in the crimi- 
hal justice system, Leuci said he has observed

aS the brutality of citizens by police offic- 


owe have to call this (police beatings) bra- 
tality. It’seven more than bautality. Itappearsto 
me to be the worst thing imaginable,” Leuci 
said. “What amazed me the most absut these 
incidents, along with the Rodney King incident, 
is that no one ever stepped forward to say, 
‘Enough, man... enough.’ 

“Tdon’tknow what the answer is, The street 
life is very scductive. It rubs off and distorts 
anyone who is out there, It can happen to 
anyone, literally anyone, who doesn’t pay at- 
tention to who it is they are, what they are all 
about, where they came from, and what son of

Santa's Woods, located nine miles nosth of 
Omaha on Hwy 133, is a Christmas tree farm 
owned by Bill and Lynn Mammal. 

“It’s actually a farm,” Lynn Mammel said. 
“Westarted our farming about 16 yearsagoand 
planted our first tree in 1981.” 

Mammel said they began raising Scotch 
pines, Australianpinesand Eastern Whitepines 
as an alternate crop. “We hope there's more 
money in it than com.” 

Mammel said most customers choose their 
treesin the beginning of October, when Santa's 
Woods opens for pretagging. Christmas trees 
canbechosen or picked up starting on Thanks- 
giving weekend through the second Sunday in 
December. 

“They go out and pick it out. We have a 
horse-drawn hayride that they can ride out 
through the trees. They can get on and off 
whenever they want to look at the trees. When 
they find their tree someone will come and cut

touch it at all,” she said, 

The Christmas trees in Santa’s Weods are 
sold by the foot at an average cost of about 
$22.50. 

She said store-bought trees are usually from 
Wisconsin and Minnesota. Because there is 
snow on the ground in those states this time of 
ycar, the trees have to be cut early in October 
when the groundis still soft. Store-bought trees 
arestoredoncementandnotprotected fromthe 
wind and sun, which pulls moisture out of the 
tree, Mammel said, 

“Even if they were moist going in, they've 
reallybeenhandledalotandblownon,"shesaid. 

“A fresh Christmas tree is like @ cut flower. 
Thesap sealsit over, anditwon'tbe ableto take 
up water. It docs thatin about halfan hour. You 
need tomakeafreshcutonyourtree, justlikeyou 
cuta flower before you putitinwater, and notlet 
it dry out.”

“The Hanukkah is lit in a specific pattern each of the nights 
of Manukkah, On the first night, the helper candle, the Shamash, 
is first lit, with the candle-lighting prayer, and then it lights one 
additional candle. On the second night of Hanukkah, two 
candles are lit with the Shamash candle, and so forth throughout 
the cight nights of the Festival of Lights. These eight candles 
represent the miracle of the temple's oil lasting for cight days.” 

Hanukkah does bring with it other traditions, Bloom said. 
“Children often play the dreidel game, a fouresided toy that 
resembles a top, with one Hebrew letter written on each of its 
sides. The game originated at a time when the Jews were 
prohibited from learning theirreligion, and theywouldhide their 
studies by pretending to play.” 

‘The four Hebrew letters, Bloom explained, each represents 
the first letter of the words of the sentence, “A. great misacle 
happened there.” In fact, she added, in Israel, the dreidels differ 
by one letter, as theirs read, “A great miracle happened here.” 

Another tradition, Bloom said, is the cating of ftied foods. 
“Potato pancakes are more common among Eastern European 
Jews, anddoughnutsmorecommon among SephardicJews, The 
frying of the foods is intended to reflect the miracle of the oil.” 

‘The era of gift-giving, Bloom said, is a relatively recent 
tradition. “Inthe past, Hanukkah Gelt, orgold coins, weremore 
commonly exchanged.” 

Hanukkah, Bloom emphasized, isaholidaytocelebrate three 
verysignificant facetsofjewishhistory. Ttisaholidayofreligious _ 
freedom, a holiday of miracles, and a holiday of heroes. Judah 
Maceabee gathered asmall army together, and even though they 
were terribly out-numbered, they fought valiantly for three years 
to preserve the Jews’ right to religious freedom. And that’s 
something important to celebrate.”

According to statistics released this year by Mothers Against 
Drunk Driving (MADD), approximately 19,900 people died in 
alcohol-zelated traffic accidents — almost half of all traffic 
fatalities, 

In the six weeks between Thanksgiving and New Year's 
Day last year MADD seports 1,806 Americans lost their lives 
as a result of alcohol-related car crashes, approximately 50 
percent ofall traffic fatalities involvingalcoho}. OnNewVea's 
Dah uA percent of the 133 traflic fatalities were alcohol- 
elated, 

_ Robert Vondrasck, a Douglas County judge who ranked 

among the tougher judgesina 1988 MADD study, said, “Our 
Driving While Intoxicated (DWI) laws are very ineffective in 
giving us the requisite tools we necd to address this problem, 
which isa severe onc and it needs serious answers. Fora DWI 
firstoffense rightnow, the maximum sentenceis 30daysinjail 
— that’s simply not enough to apply the pressure necessary to 
help somcone to address these issues.” 

Attorney Martin Conboy, chief traffic prosecutor for the 
City of Omaha, saidhe 
perccivesarcluctancein 
Lincolntowardstough- 
ening DWI laws, 

“It’s hard to believe, 
but a lot of legislators 
actuallyworkto benefit 
repeat offenders. In our state, we actually worked very hard to 
get a new drunk driving law passed last year, the pro-drunk 
driving senators eliminated the state's ability to use prior 
convictions that are more than eight years old,” hesaid. “They 
wanted to make it even less, so literally they have forgiven 
people's prior conviction for no reason.” 

One factor thwarting efforts to strengthen drunk driving 
laws, Conboy said, is “the alcohol industry and the defense bar 
lobby very strongly against stiffer drunk driving laws and it’s 
very difficult, ifnot impossible, to toughen the drunk driving 
laws — the opposition is startling.” 

The liquor industsy, Vondrasek said, exerts influence in 
other areas as well. “With its budgets, they can spend so much 
money saying drinking is a pastime, it’s difficult to overcome 
that. As long as they engage in their method of marketing, it’s 
going to be difficult to counteract.” 

Another problem Conboy citesis proving prior convictions 
canbe challenging, because records are often not kept prop- 
erly, 

‘Mating matters even tougher for prosecutors, Conboy 
said, is when DWI convictions from another state cannot be 
used in court, either because poor record-keeping renders the 
information unavailable, or because the material isnotadmis- 
sible, Fle said he supports a national registry of drunk driving 
convictions. 

Conboy said he feels at times, stiffsentences have playeda 
role in helping peopleseck treatment for alcoholism. “Alotof 
peoplewillcomebacktothecourtsystem to thankthejudges.” 

Judges have come to recognize the need for considering 
treatment programsinsentencing drunkdrivers, Conboysaid. 
“The courts have recognized that it is a chance to do some- 
thing, A lot of judges take time to explore the problem and 
fashion penalties that involve maybe in-patient treatment ora 

house or something like that.” 

Conboy said he finds that judges in Omaha take drunts 
drivingscriously, which he findsencouraging. “People whoare 
arrested and convicted —something happens to them mostof 
the time. The judges are looking down the read and tying to 
getinto the basis of the problem and that’ssomething that has 
developed fairly recently and the judges are very consistent.” 

Conboysaid heremainsastonishedbythemagnitudeofthe 

blem.

and happiness for many, this season 
can also create feelings of sadness and loncliness for 
some, said Dr. Maureen Stephenson, a child-adoles- 
cent psychiatry fellow in the Creighton-Nebraska 
Department of Psychiatry. 

“People may suffer from a form of depression 
during holiday season because of the isolation they 
feel,” she said, Sespecially if they are removed from 
their familics or are without a family during the 
holidays.” 

Dr. Casl Greiner, associate professor of psychia- 
try at the University of Nebraska Medical Center, 


said “holiday blues” are a real phenomensn. 


“Some people become more acutely aware of not 
having friends or family at this time of year. They 
look at pictures on television of people gathering to 
celebrate, while they are cating by themselves, per- 
haps pork and beans they warmed on a hot plate.” 

Things are complicated by many financial concerns, 
Stephenson said, when “alot of people are facing unemployment 
and facing financial duress trying to provide the basics for their 
familics, and when they 
try to provide for more 
than that, it might im- ) 
pair their self-esteem if : Story by 
they cannot provide the Elizabeth Tape 
things they'd like to for 
their children and their 
familics.” , 

And if people over-spend, Stephenson said, coping with 
financial stresses can create additional difficultics, which may 
“increase a sense of isolation and despair.” 

For those with more transitory problems, Stephenson said, 
“One way to address this is to involve themselves thrqugh their 
seligious organizations in helping others, through community 
work, where people feel that theyre doing something for the 
holidays for somebody else, which can pull them out of feeling 
badly for themselves.” 

Another factor, Stephenson notes, “is the in- 
creased use of alcohol during the holiday parties, 

which is often times associated with many suicide 
attempts. People who are depressed and start drink- 
ing, it alters their state of mind; and alcohel is a 
depressant.” 

A primary concern, Stephenson said, is if indi- 
viduals “are in danger of hurting themselves, or are 
thinking about not wanting to go on,” in which case 
they should seek immediate help at any of the numer- 
ous focal sites, many of which, Stephenson said, 
“offer care 24 hours a day, seven days a week, 
including holidays, as do all emergency rooms.” 

One decision mental health care professionals face, 
Stephenson said, is whether or not to hospitalize 
someone who comes in with e story consistent with 
depression. “Suicidal thoughts, gestures or attempts 
are the major criteria in determining the need for 
in-patient sea We also look at what someone's 
support system is, if they’se going home to an em; 
house for a week, for geal We look at thes 
current fife situation, and we look at each case indi- 
vidually for what’s going on and what their history 
is.” 

One totally unrelated condition that occurs around this time 
of year, Stephenson said, is that of “seasonal depression, which 
has its onsetin late Octoberand November, and which seemsto 
correlate more with the decreased amount of light at this time of 
the year. It usually resolves about February or March, and some 
people suffer from it annually. Ifs thought to be more related to 
abnormal melatonin ( brain chemical) metabolism.” 

One accepted treatment for this particular condition, 
Stephenson said, islight therapy. “We need to expose patients to 
bright, artificial light for three to six hours a day to treat this.”

Onceogain, Uncle Frank(Gerry Bamman) alsobehavesinan 
unspeakablyboorish manner towards Kevin, and yet, onceagain, 
the famify fails tounderstand the understandably hurt feelings of 
Kevin, who is once again banished to the attic. 

For those of you who have seen “Home Alone,” is any of this 
sounding a bit familiar? Oh, yes, big alert. Something is new... 
instead of a fallen tree branch causing an electrical short at the 
McCallister house, this time, Kevin's dad Peter (John Heard) 
inadvertently unplugs the clock radio to pack a recharged video 
camera battery. (Like nobody would notice that flashing 12:00 
when they set the alarm for the morning? No matter... ) 

They get to the airport, and yes, Kevin is with them, but 
running frantically down the airport hallway, as he struggles to 
place batteries into his tape recorder, Kevin loses his family, and 
following aman with a coat similar to his father’s winds up ona 
flight to New York City. 

So his adventure begins. 

With his nowwell-recognizedclevernessand resourcefulness, 
Kevin makeshimselfquiteathomeatthe Plaza Hotel, and things 
goswimmingly untithe encounters, as everyone knows, the Wet 
Bandits, of “HomeAlone’fame, whohaverecentlyescaped, with 
fess than cordial feelings towards their young nemesis. 

Kevin's odyssey about the city, complete with stretch limou- 
sine, pizza and soda, takes him to the magical world of Duncan's 
Toy Chest, owned and operated by the kindly Mr. Duncan 
(Eddie Bracken), who, Kevin learns, donates all proceeds from 
Christmas Eve's sales to a children’s hospital, 

By now, Peter McCallister’s credit cards have been secorded 
as lost (Kevin had his father’s wallet and carry-on bag) but the 
hotel, instead ef ensuring Kevin's safety, scares him away, right 
intothehandsofthe Wet Bandits, nowcalling themselves Sticky 
Bandits, Harry (Joe Pesci) and Marv (Daniel Stern.) 

Andsobegins one of thefilm’smany chasescenes, with Kevin 
evading them, wandering the frightening streets of nighttime 
Manhattan, encountering the Pigeon Lady (Brenda Fricker), the 
“HomeAlone2”equivalentoftheneighbor from“HomeAtone,” 
asceminglyscaryadultwho turns out, ina crucial momentofthe 
film, to be his guardian, 

Ts not that “Efome Alone 2” doesn’t have its moments it 
certainly aboundsin charm and wonderfillly rendered images— 
and for the first about two-thirds of the film, in large partas a 
result of Macaulay Culkin’sremarkablescreen presence, it’s quite 
casyand enjoyable, asitwasin “Home Alone,” tobe completely 
absorbedinwhatscemslikeareasonably entertaining film, albeit, 
this time, a distinctly derivative re-telling of a now-familiar tale,

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“HomeAlone2”smonstrouslymaliciousshowdowndoesnot 
diminish from its first two-thirds, which encompass more than 
a few moments of sweetness and tenderness, including lovely 
performances by Brenda Fricker and Eddie Bracken, and some 
wonderful moments, like Kevin's face reflected in glass against a 
background of New York's skyline, as he contemplates his 
adventure in the Big Apple.

According toJennifer Wilkins, receptionist and counselor at 
Together, the agency is one of very few that serve individuals 
without restrictive policies. Many services require referrals or 
other formalities. “Wedon’thave the guidelines thatother places 
have,” says Wilkins, 

‘Together, Inc, has beenin existence for 17 years. “Westarted 
in 1975 following the tornado in Omaha to help the people who 
fell between the cracks,” says Wilkins, The agency was incorpo- 
rated in 1977. Serving an average of 2,000 people each month, 
Together provides daily food pantry orders, overnight lodging, 
used clothing and household furnishings, both focal and out-of- 
town transportation, utility assistance, medical prescriptions, 
eyeglasses for children and senior citizens and state identifica- 
tions needed for employment. 

The fouremember staff provides counseling, fulfilling the 
materialnsedsof clicnts, aswellasadministrativeduties, Allstaff 
members fill in wherever they're needed, “T'm-the receptionist 


and counselor, write grantsandeven provide transportation, said 
Wilkins. 


Together, Inc, is funded by churches of all denominations 
throughout the community, some private donations and federal 
funding. 

Still, people must beturned away whenfindsruneut. That's 
alwaysa problem, butifI can'thelp them myself, IdowhatI can 
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Together sees a variety of people. Over the years, the clients 
have become more diversified. “Wesce strect people, the home- 
less, the indigent, but also the middle class who are out of work 
becauseoftherecessionandnced temporaryassistance,” Wilkins 


said. 

During the holidays, requests forhel palwaysincrease. Unfor- 
tunately, theincreaseindonationsduring thistimeofyeardoesn’t 
keep up with the holiday requests.
